nio, come up move cheerfilly.] 

The firft who approach, and draw trembling, Dorax, 
a Renegade Chriftian, who had deferted Sebastian, and 
who knew them all, comments on them as they 
come up: Thus he fays of them who fhew’d the 
Signs of Fear: 

Dorax. Poor abject Creatures! how they fear to 
die !

All this Paffage is a fine Defcription of a good 
Man, and the Effects of Virtue and Religion : But it 


as to make him raife a Dowbt tliat fhudder’d his Rea- 
fos. I would advife fome of the wittieft Libertines 
at ’s Coffee-houfe to read and confider of the 
laft Line and half, before they talk any more of a 
Leap in the Dark. 

The next Charatter is that of a young gay Courtier, 
who has pafs'd for a Wit, for having wrote a Sonnet 
or two on the Ladies: As for Death he never though 
any Thing of it: Dorax, after this Antonio hasdrawn 
his Lot, and holds itclench’d in his Hand, afraid to 
look at it, thus defcribes him : 

There’s the amorous airy Spark, Antonio, 

The wittieft Woman’s Fop in Portugal. 

Lord ! whata Lofs of Freats and Serenades ! 

The whole She-Nation will be in Mourning for 

him. 





The Poet has drawn Antonio as a Man of Gallantry, 
who puts on an aukwardJefting when heis in the ut- 
moit Fear: As foon as-he fees his Ball black, he 
j hangs his Head and walks off: On this Dorax juftly 

obferves, with a fheering Satire, 
He looks uneafy at his future Journey, 
And withes his Boots off again, for fear 
Of a bad Road and a worfe Inn.at Night. 
Go'to Bed, Fool, and take fecure Repofe, 
For thou fhall’t wake no more. 


Sebaftian afterwards drawing a black Lot twice, by 
which he was devoted to an ignominious Death, 
thus fhews a Spirit worthy a King: 


Then there’s no more to manage! If I fall 
It fhall be like myfelf: A fetting Sun 
Should leave fomé Track of Glory in the Sky. 
Behold Sebaftian, King of Portwgall [difcovers bimfelf. 
Here fatiate all your Fury. 
Let Fortune empty her whole Quiver on me. 
I have a Soul, that, like an ample Shield, 
Can take inall, and Verge enough for more. 
Fate was not mine 5 
Nor am I Fate’s: 
1 beg no Pity for this mould’ring Clay ! 
For if you give it Purial, there it takes

In fome of thefe Lines there may appear a romantic 
Lombatt, but every Sentiment is finely and juttly 
adapted to the Paflions of fo great a Man. From 
his Dittrefs, his Soul is affected with Grief and In- 
dignation alternaiely, therefore his Refiections fhould 
be, now fmooth, and immediately after violent. 1

By this noble Spirit he works on the Zxmperor’s Paf- 
fions, and is not to be executed, but referv’d for va- 
rious and furprizing Changes of Fate, which rife one 
quickly afier the other, quite through the Play.
